Yaqui

States. 
A 
band 
of forty 
passed 
through Tucson yeslerdcy. 
Thoy 
said thoy 
were 
going 
to seek 
work in tho mining camps further 
north. 
They 
are 
fugitives and 
were engaged 
in the recent 
up- 
rising 
in 
Sonora. 
The 
Indians 
say 
thoy 
prefer to seek honest 
labor 
in 
a 
faraway 
country 
to 
accepting tho amnesty granted 
Torres 
and gping 
back 
to their former pitiable 
condition 
on the Mexican haciendas. 
Tho 
fugitives 
had traveled 
on 
foot 
for 
many 
days 
and 
came 
from near Arispo. 
They 
traveled 
at night 
until 
they 
crossed the 
border line into the United States. 
The country 
was dry and food 
was scarce, 
so that many of the 
lleeing 
Indians 
are 
little 
more 
than skeletons. 
Tho 
band 
was 
much 
larger 
when it 
started 
to 
tho 
United 
States but since they crossed the 
line many 
have dropped 
out at 
mining 
camps 
through 
which 
thoy 
passed, where 
they 
were 
given work. 
A majority 
of these left will go 
to Prcscott 
and 
Clifton 
where 
they 
expect 
to 
secure 
employ- 
ment. 
There 
were no 
women 
in 
the 
party 
when 
they 
reached 
Tucson. 
The 
women who started 
from Mexico all stopped at a min- 
ing camp below here. 
The 
Yaquis

is only a part 
of tho exodus of the 
Yaqui 
from 
Sonora, 
which has begun in earn 
est. 
They 
are crossing the line
